that the tax bill has passed the Sen- 
ate the essentials, so far as they 
affect the average citizens. are ail 
settied and a forecast of their ef- 
fect on the family purse can be 
made. In the conference between 
the two houses there will be some 
changes but they will not affect the 
taxpayer of ordinary income. 80 
far as he is concerned the die is 
cast and he can teil now of just how 
much the new law will relieve him. 
It will be impossible to calculate 
tor the average family the aggre- 
gate of taxes on ice cream, soft 
Grinks, certain drugs and toilet ar- 
ticles and tax on transportation, 
passenger and freight, but 
there will be a big saving to the 
average household. 
The income tax provisions of the 
revenue bill having been disposed of 
by the Mr 


„ Average Man, 
wno depends entirely upon his def- 
inite salary or his fixed wages, ig in 
a position to figure with reasonable 
accuracy to what extent Uncle Sam 
will call upon. him in the future to 
contribute to the government. 

EXEMPTION IS GIVEN. 

The exemption for single persons 
remains at $1000, unless those sin- 
gle persons happen to be the head 
of families with dependents looking 
tu tiem tor support. In the case 
{of heads of families, married or 
otherwise, the exemption has been 
increased from $2000 to $2500, and 
the exemption on account of chil- 


dren under 18 years of from 
$200 each to $400 each. hatever 
other benefits there be come 


through the elimination of certain

NET INCOME TAXABLE.

The normal tax” is paid by every - 
one who pays any income tax at all. 
In the case of citizens or residents 
of the United States this normal tax 
on the first $4000 or any fraction 
of that sum, in excess of the emp- 
tion of $1000 or $2500, as the case 
may be is 4 per cent, and on the re- 
mainder of the net income # per 
cent. 

“Surtaxes” are in addition to this 
normal tax and mean, literally, an 
extra‘tax. They are im in 
graduated amounts as the total of 
the income increases. For the year 
1921 a surtax of 1 per cent is col- 


- |lected on that part of the net Income 


between $5000 and $6000; 2 per cent 
on the amount by which the net in- 
come exceeds $6000, and does not 
exceed $8000, and 3 per cent on that 
part between $8000 and $196,000. 
SURTAX STARTS AT $6000. 
For the calendar year 1922 the 
surtax begins with $600v and takes 
one jump to $10,000, the extra tax 


on that $4000 difference being only 


1 per cent. In other words the mar- 
ried man without dependents for 
1921 would have to pay in surtaxes 
alone on an income of $10,000 an 
extra tax of $110, while for 19322, 
under the action of the Senate, his 
extra tax would be only $40. 

Considering the little fellow, how- 
ever, these extra taxes may be 
omitted. Take a Single man with a 
ment allows bim to have $1000 tax 
free, and his contribution to the gov- 
ernment on the remaining $2000 at 
4 per cent would be $80. A head of 
a family at the same salary without 
children or other d dents would 
pay 4 per cent on $600, or. $20. If 
he had one child, his exemption 
would be increased by $400, and he 
would have to pay an income tax 
on only $100, which would be only 
$4. A single person drawing a salary 
of $5000 a year would be assessed 
4 per cent on $4000, or $160. A 
head of a family without dependents 
would pay $100, but if he hap 
to have two young kiddies at home 
he is $800 to the good in exemp- 
tions and his income tax drops. to 
$68, as in this his net income 
has been red to $1700, 

LAST DAY FIXES STATUS. 

In dealing with the exemptions 
of heads of families and with re- 


ents, the law states Uy tha 
these credits shall be determined by 
the status of the taxpayers on the last 
day of the period for which the re- 
turn of income is made, which is 
to say, at the end of the calendar 


year. 
Under the reading of the law 
the arrival of a baby ground 
Christmas time, while it undoubt- 
edly would add to the family’s’ ex- 
penses, would at the same time in- 
crease the exemption allowed, and 
save a 4 per cent tax on $400 for 
that year, and every following un- 
til the child reached the age of 18. 
In like manner a single person who, 
during the year, through misfor- 
tune and death in the family found 
himself ar herself the pole sup- 
port of widowed mother and 
minor sisters, or, perhaps, of sis- 
ters only. Ww automatically be 
transferred to the classification of 
a head of a family and would be 
entitled to the larger exemption. 
SURTAXES MOUNT RAPIDLY. 
When incomes ascend to figures 
that bring the surtaxes into the cal-

corner of the world, drink or drank) 


wine; for instance, Leo XIII, Pius 
X, Benedict XV—to cite their names 
is enough to evoke their greatness 
and superiority. Leo XIII, one of 
the greatest thinkers of his time, be- 
lieves that men should be allowed 
to use their own judgment in what 
they should eat and what they 
should drink, and not have other 
men decide such matters for them. 
Washington, Franklin, Lincoln. 
drank liquor, and jt does not appear 
that those great leaders, founders 
and builders of this great nation, 
were inferior men. Marshal Foch. 
the highest commander of the Allied 
armies, victorious general, drinke 
liquor, smokes his pipe; this great 
Christian, this great soldier, this 
great hero, our visitor today, keeps 
in pretty good standing among the 
great men of history. But I stop my 
citation of individuals, and coming 


to the nations, what kind of a fig- 
ure among nations Turkey or 
China, for instance, two nations 
which for one reason or another 
stood or stand for prohibition, 
making? 


I leave it te the appreciation of E. 
Morey and to the good judgment of 
your readers. 

Personally, I am in favor of the 
use of liquor. I respect, anyhow, an 
abstainer; his way may be good, 
even commendable. sometimes nec- 
essary, but it Strictly remains a per- 


sonal affair, and I ask him the same 


respect I do profess for him; I 
urge him not to turn a prohibi- 
tionist, because the prohibition ideal 
is so ugly that no word is strong 
enough to condemn it. 

If the abuse of liquor makes a 
man crazy, the use of prohibition 
philosophy turns a man fanatic, and 
that kind of drunkenness is even 
worse than the first one.
